From the great difference betwixt the va- 
lue of money at the Time the Valuation 
of all Livings yet remaining in charge, was 
taken, viz. in the 26th of Hen.

1535, and its preſent value, it has been 
ſuggeſted, that to add a Cypher to the ſum, 
at which we find any Living, yet remain-

The 0 of all Livings, ſaid to be diſ- 
charged, is the full annual value, as certi- 
fied by the Commiſſioners appointed for

—a date ſo little diſtant, that any im- 
provement merely from the alteration in 
the value of money, will not in ſo ſhort a 
period, be found very conſiderable. Be-

obſerve, that the Lord Chancellor preſents, 
under the Great Seal, to all Livings in the

But the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caſter preſents to all Livings in the Patron- 
age of the Duke of Lancaſter, as well thoſe 


above, as thoſe under C. 20 per Annum 
in the King's Books.
